APPOINTED TODAY 


Appointment of a superior court 
judge to succeed the late Judge 
Frank B. Daley may be an- 
nounced today by Gov. Friend W. 
Richardson from his Los Angeles 
executive offices. If the = an- 
nouncement is not made today it 
will be delayed until Mr. Rich- 
ardson arrives at Sacramento lat- 
er in the week. 

After interviewing applicants 
for the appointment and friends 
of the county in San Bernardino 
Saturday, Governor Richardson 
returned to Los Angeles, where 
he will count the ballots in his 
plebiscite, called last week. 

Governor Richardson intimated 
that the appointment filling the 
vacancy on the bench caused by 
the late Judge Daley's death, 
would be determined largely by 
the plebiscite. “I want the best 
man for the bench regardless of 
political consideration,” the gov- 
ernor announced. 

In a series of conferences with 
attorneys and candidates for the 
appointment, Governor Richardson 
did not hint whom he favored 
among the aspirants, nor make 
any statement from which con- 
clusions could be drawn. 

The appointment, however, is 
expected early in the week, as 
the court calendars are congest- 
ed, scores of cases awaiting trial. 
Superior Judge Benjamin F.

Proves A Model 
Prisoner 





Friends Who Pledged Support 
Exerting Every Effort To 
Have Him Paroled By Board 


Although not yet in prison a 
year, Fred E. Alford, convicted 
city manager of Ontario, serving 
a sentence of from two to twenty 
years in San Quentin, is prepar- 
ing to ask for a parole. 

Quietly Alford’s friends in On- 
tario and other communities in 
Southern California are being en- 
listed in petitioning the state 
board of prison directors to grant 
Alford leniency, it was reported 
yesterday from authentic sources. 

In the prison Alford is making 
his bid by being a model pris- 
oner and working as an account- 
ant in Warden J. J. Johnston's 
office. Since entering the peni- 
tentiary, Alford has been regard- 
ed as a model prisoner and has 
been extended many privileges 
not usually given an inmate. 

The prison directors will review 
Alford’s case when he has served 
a year in the penitentiary, fixing 
a definite sentence as his penalty 
and hearing his request for par- 
ole. Alford is serving two sen- 
tences of from 1 to 10 years 
each, the sentences to run con- 
secutively. According to the 
prison rules, however, his  sen- 
tence will be fixed when he 
serves one year. 

Friends Pledge Parole Support 

Before Alford was taken to the 
prison last summer, influential 
friends called at his cell in the 
county jail and pledged him sup- 
port for an early parole. Alford 
announced that he would enter 
the prison ready “to do any task 
to which I am assigned and will 
come out a bigger and better 
Record of Alford’s trial and in- 
formation regarding the case, in 
which he was convicted of a $30,- 
000 fraud against the city of On- 
tario, has been forwarded to the 
state board of prison directors. 

Alford may place himself in 
the good graces of the state by 
testifying as a state’s witness in 
the trial of John E. Huling, his 
asserted accomplice in the fraud, 
when Huling goes on trial in 
March. Alford will be given an 
opportunity to testify, but can- 
not be forced to appear, as he 
can exercise his right under the 
law on the grounds ‘that by test- 
ifying he might incriminate him- 
self. Alford was never tried on 
the indictment charging conspir- 
acy, on which Huling will be 
tried.

Year 1884 Saw Shortage Until 


Jan. 25th. Rain Fell For 60 
Days Following That Date. 


That orchardists and others need 
feel no alarm over the lack of 
rainfall to date, was the opinion 
expressed today by William B. 
Dewey, a pioneer resident of this 
section, in reciting the weather 
history of the year 1884. 

Forty years ago at a correspond- 
ing time, according to Mr. Dewey, 
theré had been practically no rain- 
fall for the season and clouds, 
which for weeks had hung over 
the mountains to the north, were 
seemingly unable to give up their 
moisture. On Jan. 25, however, 
it started to rain and continued 
to rain almost steadily for sixty 
days and sixty nights, with the re- 
sult that on March 25, 1884, the 
precipitation here measured 68 
inches, although the Los Angeles 
district received between 20 and 
30 inches less. 

Such a downpour 
wrought. considerable havoc, ac- 
cording to the pioneer, who re- 
called that there was not a bridge 
left standing in Southern Cali- 
fornia, that the San Gabriel River 
was 12 miles wide at El Monte, 
cutting a channel throngh a_bar- 
ley field west of that town 
creating what is now known 
the Rio Hondo. The Los Angeles 
River is said to have been a mile 
wide at Los Angeles, 

Later in the season, one day of 
warm rain melted all the snow in 
the vicinity of the Camp Baldy 
site and below, causing great 
floods. Streams, ordinarily dry, 
flowed all summer, and in the 
usually-dry Cucamonga wash there 
were, 20,000 miner's inches of 
water in the vicinity,ef Red Hill, 
according to Mr. Dewey, who re- 
calls having gone in swimnfing 
on the Fourth of July with a 
party of boys in a pool ten feet 
deep. 

Floods Sweep Buildings Away 

Mr. Dewey recalled that what 
was known as the old Russian 
sawmills, which cut out much of 
the heavy pine timber in San 
Antonio Canyon, stood in the 
year 1883 on a bench of land 
75 yards above Camp 
Baldy. This bench was entire- 
ly cleaned off by the floods of 
1884, buildings and machinery 
being swept away when the 
stream changed its course from 
the east to the west side of the 
canyon.

DATE OF ANNUAL 
CITRUS INSTITUTE 
SFT FOR FEB, 19 





Arrangements for the Southern 
California Citrus Institute, held 
annually in conjunction with the 


National Orange Show, were an- 
nounced by Arthur J. Brown, 
executive committeeman in charge 
of the institute. 

This year’s institute will be held 
on Tuesday, February 19. De- 
finite selection of the meeting 
place has not yet been made, but 
it will probably be either the 
Elks’ clubhouse or the municipal 
auditorium, San Bernardino. 

Unlike the institutes of previous 
years, both the morning and af- 
ternoon sessions will be largely 
devoted to addresses and the read- 
ing of papers by recognized lead- 
ers in the citrus industry or by 
expert students of citrus culture. 

Institute To Be Expanded 

The institute will be larger than 
ever before. Its work will co- 
operate with the new Orange 
Show Department of Citrus Edu- 
eation, but will in no way be sup- 
planted by that department. Both 
the institute and the Department 
of Citrus Education have been 
created by the Orange Show for 
the benefit of the citrus grower. 

The morning session of the in- 
stitute will open at 9:30 o’clock. 
The first address will be delivered 
by Warren H. Schoonover, citrus 
expert of the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service. Mr. Schoonover will 
speak on “Getting Down to Brass 


Robert W. Hodgson, Los An- 
geles county farm advisor, will 
read a paper on the subject “Put- 
ting the Citrus Grove on a Busi- 
ness Basis.’’ 

Dr. H. J. Webber, head of the 
Division of Subtropical Horticul- 
ture of the University of Cali- 
fornia, will give the final report 
on the citrus orchard practice sur- 
vey conducted by R. 8S. Vaile, of 
the Citrus Experiment Station at 
Riverside. 

Mr. Brown will address the in- 
stitute, telling the growers of the 
facilities offered by the Depart- 
ment of Citrus Education at the 
Orange Show. 

There will be three papers read 
at the afternoon session. One will 
be by Paul S. Armstrong, adver- 
tising manager of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange. Mr. 
Armstrong’s subject will be “The 
Spread Between Grower and Con- 
sumer of Citrus Fruits.” Two 
other speakers are yet to be se- 
lected.

GUN-CARRYING 
MOTORIST MUST 
PROCURE PERMIT 





Motorists carrying revolvers or} WORLD’S 


other deadly weapons concealed on 


their person on in the automobile 


license, according to the State 
Motor Vehicle law as explained by 
the legal department of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia in answer to queries. 

The new law declared it unlaw- 
ful for any person to carry fire- 


arms concealed without a proper | 


license, and it makes this act a 
misdemeanor. 

Motorists desiring to carry such 
weapons as a means of self-pro- 
tection must apply to the sheriff, 
the board of police commissioners 
or the chief of police for a license. 
Such applications must be made 
in writing, giving the name, OC | 
cupation, business and residence 
address, description of the appli- 
cant and specifying the sort of 
weapon it is proposed to carry. 
Reasons for desiring to carry a 
weapon also must be given. 

One of the exceptions in the 
law is that it is permissible for 
licensed hunters or fishermen to 
carry revolvers while engaged in 
hunting or fishing or while going 
to or returning from such ex- 
peditions. There are other ex- 
ceptions with reference to peace 
officers, members of the army, 
navy and national guard. 

There are also drastic provisions | 
with reference to blackjacks, sand | 
clubs or metal knuckles. It is a 
felony for any person to carry 
concealed upon his person any 
dirk or dagger. It is permissible, 
however, to carry hunting inivea | 
open in a sheath suspended from 
the waist. Firearms also may be 
carried openly in belt holsters. 

The law imposes severe punish- 
ment upon any person who ecom- 
mits any felony while carrying a 
concealed weapon. At least five 
years additional punishment for 
carrying such a weapon without 
a license may be given. 


LECTURES BY EASTERN MAN

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1924 Building Operations Are 
Expected to be Greatest in 
History of Upland 


Need for New Homes Apparent 








Present indications are that general building operations here during the 
coming year will be the greatest in the history of Upland. The city has before 
it one of the greatest fruit years in number of cars to be shipped that it has 
experienced in several years. This means a heavy influx of fruit workers and 
already the supply of places in which to live are growing scarce. 


When the Upland foundry gets into production more men will be needed 
and all these men and their families must have a place to live. 


Fifty men will soon be employed at the Standard Rock Crushing and Gravel 
Company plant on West Fourteenth Street and with one or two other important 
factory deals pending more homes must be provided, 


Shortage of building lots is becoming apparent and laying out of sub- 
divisions in which homes for men and women of moderate income are to be 
erected, must be carried out. Thus far Jannary shows unusual activity in build- 
ing and the outlook for the first six-months period is that Upland is to keep pace 
with other Southern California cities experiencing unusual building operations. 





Wonderful Building Record for the Pacific Southwest for 1923 


A wonderful building record was piled up for the Pacifie Southwest in 1923, Official reports to 
Southwest Builder and Contractor from 62 cities in Southern California and Arizona, including os 
Angeles, show permits issued with an estimated valuation of $342,296,742. Of these 62 cities six have no 
records for 1922. The remaining 54 report a total for that year of $212,866,088. Thirty-nine cities, in 
cluding Los Angeles, reported for 1921 .a total of $149,787,828. Prior to the World War a total of fifty 
millions for the entire Pacific Southwest was considered a splendid showing. No one even dreamed of 
the tremendous volume of building that has been recorded in the last three years. 


Almost every city in the Pacific Southwest shared in the great building boom of 1923. Only seven 


of the 62 cities reporting have a smaller total than for 1922, and most of these show little recession in 
building activity. A few eities show gains of 100 per cent or more, and many show gains of more than 


D0 per cent. 


Sixty-one cities outside Los Angeles report for 1923 a total of $142,163,561, as compared with 
$91,659,301 for 53 cities having records for 1922. Long Beach leads all the cities outside Los Angeles 
with a total of $23,697,830, which would have been a good showing for Los Angeles net many years 
ago. San Diego is second with a little over twelve millions, Pasadena third with only a half million 
less than San Diego. Glendale and Alhambra have been the wonder cities. Glendale was fourth with 
a little more than ten millions and Alhambra fifth with more than seyen millions. Santa Moniea, Santa 
Ana, Whittier, Beverly Hills, Inglewood, Huntington Park, South Pasadena, Riverside, Anaheim, Bur

Fifty-nine cities outside Los Angeles 
reported for December a total of $9,751,265, as compared with $7,596,407 for December a year ago, Long 
Beach and San Diego are the only cities reporting more than a million dollars worth of building for the 
month. Glendale reported a little over eight hundred thousand and Pasadena made the next best show

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CHANGES FOR RED 
HILL GOLF COURSE 


The new greens committee of 


the Red Hill Golf Club met re- 
cently, and as a result of this 
meeting and of the visit of George 
Thomas, golf architect, feverish 
activity is in evidence about the 
club. 

The new greens committee con- 
sists of Norman Lawson, chair- 
man, J. H. Black, Charles Neil, 
Milton Davenport and John T.

The ladies’ greens committee 
consists of Mrs. Paul Nicholls, 
chairman, Mrs. C. E. Grier, Mrs.

This change will make 
ihe hole easier for the short play- 
er and somewhat more difficult 
for the long driver. On number 
six, traps are to be placed on 
both sides of the approach to the 
green.
